Accelerando  (accel.) — gradually  increase  in  time 
Adagio — very  slow 

Ad  libitum  (ad  lib.) — according  to  fancy;  at  will 
Allargando — growing  broader  (i.  e.,  louder  and  slower) 
Allegretto — light  and  cheerful,  but  not  as  fast  as  Allegro 
Allegro — quick,  lively 

Andante^moderate  time  but  flowing  easily,  gracefully 
Andante  maestoso — moving  rather  slowly  and  in  majestic 
style 

A  tempo — in  time;  used  after  rit.,  rail.,  accel. 
Chant — a  form  of  sacred  music 
Con  espressione — with  expression 
Con  spirito — with  spirit  and  energy 
Crescendo  (cres.) — increase  in  tone 
Da  Capo  (D.  C.) — from  the  beginning 
Dal  Segno  (D.  S.)— from  the  sign  :S: 
Diminuendo  (dim.) — diminish  in  tone 
Fermata  (>**) — hold 
Fine — end 
Forte  (f.) — loud 
Fortissimo  (ff.) — very  loud 
Fortississimo  (fff.) — as  loud  as  possible 
Introduction  (Intro.) — That  section  of  a  composition  de- 
signed to  prepare  the  ear  for  the  part  to  follow. 
Maestoso — majestic,  dignified 
Marcato — accented 
Marcia — a  march 
Marziale — in  the  style  of  a  march 
Mezzo  (m.) — half  (i.e.,  mezzo  forte,  half  loud) 
Moderato — in  moderate  time 
Molto — much;  extremely 
Mosso — rapid 


Ottava  (8va.) — octave  above  or  octave  higher 

Ottava  bassa  (8va.  bassa) — octave  below 

Pedal  (Ped.) — use  piano  pedal 

Piano  (p.) — soft 

Pianissimo  (pp.) — very  soft 

Pianississimo  (ppp.) — still  softer  than  pp. 

Piu  lento — more  slowly 

Poco — a  little 

Presto — very  rapidly 

R.  H. — right  hand 

Rallentando  (rail.) — retard  gradually 
Refrain — chorus  at  end  of  each  verse 
Repeat — indicated  by  two  or  more  dots  before  a  double 
bar 

Rinforzando — accented  ( «=  and  =-  ) 
Ritarando  (rit.)— retard  gradually 

Sforzando   (sfz.) — one  particular  note  or  chord  to  be 

played  with  emphasis 
Signature,  time — figures,  in  form  of  a  fraction,  placed 

at  the  beginning  of  a  piece  to  indicate  the  time. 
Sostenuto — sustained 

Staccato— cut  off  short;  indicated  by  dot  over  or  under 
note 

Tempo  di  Marcia — in  march  time 
Tempo  di  Militaire — military  march  time 
Tenuto  (ten.) — held 
Valse — waltz 

Vamp — continue  to  play  until  ready 
Trio — a  certain  section  of  a  piece 

Triplet  (3)— three  notes  played  in  same  length  of  time 

as  two  of  same  value 
Vivace — lively,  quickly 
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
